You may ju 'ge, by the once, 
bey were no great thinga, as fair store 
cattle of the sama weight were sellii g at 
Ihe same time and place, for 17 to 18 dol- 
lare per bead. I had two bushels of turnipa 
chopped up morning and evening> anti 
three quarts nf ground oats and coin meal, 
or buckwheat meal, miied with each mess, 
which I divdid between them. In the 
middle of the day and at night they had 
alteruately, oat straw and corn fm^der. In 
three months and enhilf they were good 
beef, but I kept them another month for a 
better market, and the latter end of April 
turned tliem out to pasture with the cows, 
still leeding them night and morning, but 
more sparingly. Oh the 25th of May, I 
-old them for $70 20. which was sii ilol- 
lart per hundred. A steer laftened by 
Mr. John Risden,af Hopkins’ferry, near 
Hulmesburg, vras slaughtered at the same, 
ime, and was pul up about the >anie time 
that mine were. Hm was fattened on 12 
quatts of Indian meal, about J a bushel po¬ 
tatoes, and as much guod clover hay a- he 
• ould eat per day. There was very li tie 
diffeience in the quality of the meal; i'l- 
deed I believe they would have command¬ 
ed the same price at the shambles—and 
look at the ditterence nf feed. The quar¬ 
ters weighed as follows. 

One Slog, 605 lbs.—gut fat, 65 lbs. 
One do. 565 — do. 60

I le^t year sow¬ 
ed some purple top amongst four acres o 
corn, broadcast; I presume I had 200 
hushela to the acre; what I sold ia {narket 
I got 18) to 26 cents for. But supposing 
them to have been worth 10 cents for 
farm use, my turnips were of more vAlue. 
than my corn of 40 bushels to the acre, at 
the price of that article last year. Some 
ofthe turnips weighed 4 lbs. and cultivated 
and harvested at less than one fourth the 
expense (if corn. If allowed to arrive at 
maturity two men andlwo biys will pull 
top and secure from the frost even in the 
field, put in heaps of40ot 50 bushels eact' 
and covered with earth, from 80 to lOl

I isssihg too murh on your time, I roust beg 
eave to premise, that if in the course oi 
my necessarily circumscribed operations 
in husbandry, I should di-cover any thing 
Wnicb I might conceive useful andiotereii- 
jug to the commuDitf, and worthy of com¬ 
munication to (be society, I shall take good 
care that I adtance nothing that I cannot 
anppoit by ample testimony. 1 have In- 
tr^ueed this .preface ni psit, because I 
apprehend that some may appear a little 
aceptical, on a portion of what follows, es- 
pectallr as I bare Ittch powerful author! y 
opposed to Die. 

My present observations will be cliefl, 
Con^iied to the eulture and use ot the com^ 
muD fi-ld turnip, the ealue of which, I a 
prebenii, is not sufficieolly appreciated 
Ibis country. 1 have freq|ienily been I 
by farmers, tbst uoless near market, th 
are acaycely worth raising, and as to fall 
ing cat lie with them, that was a thing 
lerly inpraoticable. Tlaviog aeeo that 
England fat beef ia made frotn,turoips^'i*ii,_ 
verf fltile other foDtl, and believing (hef'e 
WM (he lamo attUiitoB to Utein here gs 


kind, cultivated in the fields. ’ Again, h 
says, ‘hogs am the most able tas'ers io all 
crea ii.n; they vetH eat mi'.liing that is 
poor io its nature; a white turnip thev 
will not touch uulebs they be on the puin 
•1 staiving.’ 

My liogs, It iwever, were not such epi¬ 
cures; I h'sve abundance of proof, that I 
kept 13 hngs, sbnats, and pigs, all las 
winter, almost entirely on white lumip 
they had no other fund bcsiiles a bucke 
full, ennt,lining less thbn a half bushel ol 
rye shoits to a ling«heail nf water, and th 
sour milk .from three tolerable anil innl- 
dMng fiesh cows. They were always reO' 
dy for the turoip, and kept in excellent 
condition. Nay,furlhei! <he/atbo^.9 feii 
on corn for five weeks before they were 
killed, ate them with avidity, uotil the dij 
before (bey were filaughiered 1 sonte- 
times chopped up carrots, beets, aoil lui- 
nips toge'her, to see if a preference wav 
given. The larger swine ale tmliscrim- 
iiiately; the smal'er ate the turnips fiisi, 
perhaps because (hey were more easily 
masticated. My milch cows had from ) to 
j bushels per day each, with three or lour 
handful* of meal, which kept up a flush of 
milk, and I have at no lirne tiad swC'-ler 
butter. Now, af er wlisf 1 hare sfatid, 
you will reailily conceire it would he a- 
didiru'i for the aforesaid writer locoiivince 
me, that the white turnip is so very poor a 
ibiog as he repre-en's, as il was for liiin to 
persn'adrt the genernus inhabitants of the 
Emerald Isle, that nine tenth* ofthe Irish 
potato is composed of *c.arih, suhw and 
water.* V t this same wri'er adiniis, al¬ 
luding to the. devastation of the turnip lly 
in R> glnnd—that if any man could finil 
oat a real remedy, and ccuNl conimnnicate 
the means of eu' c, while he kept the me; ns 
a secret he wniiM be a much richer man 
Ithanliewlio should discover the lotigiicde, 
fOr oboof ffty lhmi$and fanners would ve¬ 
ry cheetlully pay him ten guineas a year 
each.* 

Ayel what would Great Britain do with 
her numerous flocks and herds, witiiuut tier 
turnip crop; and (his subject, I sio erely 
believe is daily becoming uf more imp' r- 
lance to the people of this country, and to 
the state of Peiinsylvaoia in particular 
Our population is cunstan'Iy and rapidly 
increasing; manufuctures are iiicrea*ing tn 
the fame or greatei proportion, and wcol- 
gtnwers will muliiply in the *ame ratio. 
.Sheep, of which it is computed there are 
already shout 2 000 000 in |his state, aie 
now decidedly the most prnfi'uble si ck 
farmers cBD keep. tVool is noin brought 
all the way fioni the state «if Ohio to the 
Philadelphia market. Let the sheep pru- 
ptietors. (hen, il they wish to keep (heir 
flocks on cheap, fuci uleot and wlioleaume 
fooij, during the winter months, look to (he 
turnips, although the climate ol this coun¬ 
try may not be so congenial to the growth 
nf (bis esiuleot as (bat ot England. 1 have 
never found much difficulty iu raising a 
crop, even in unfavourable season*. 'The 
p'an that I adopt and recommeud ia (hi* 
if, for in-tance, I wi-h to sow three or 
four acirs. I hpgiti early in the season, and 
prepare haifan acre or more, accoidiog to 
the state and appearance of ihe weather;as 
snoD as (he gmund is well ploughed and 
harrowed, t immediately aoW whilst let 
mentation i< at work; thia ia of mure im 
portance than many people imagine. Al¬ 
leys sow and plant on fresh ground 
ossible. I then run a roller over, if the 
round is not >oo we', to press the seed to 
he earth, which I also cunsider of conse 
uence, as vegetation will more speedily 
enaUe. I would alio advise (hat a harrow 
should be run over the seed before th 
roller, as it may give the plant two chan¬ 
ces against its ipost formidable enemy, 
the fly, I fancy it has been pretty clearl] 
ascertained that (hia seed will bear a dee| 
coveting. .1 generally sow about I), lb*, 
per sore. In two or three days, or a- 
•ooD as convenient, end Ihe weather per¬ 
mits, I prepare another half acre or more 
and so on to (be end.

(he tun ip-, has its enemies, and require 
ronstant attention, from the time it is 
planted unifl the ears begin to appear. I

My Dear Sir, 

Since ray return from Harrisburg, which 
place I visited on business of a profession¬ 
al and private nalu'e, 1 have learoed that 
an impression prevails among some of my 
fpjinw cilizeiis, ibal as 1 accompanied the 
genilernen o( the deputation from Mary¬ 
land, I was associated with them in the 
purno«c for winch they proceeded to the 
seat of our slate governmeot. 

The error vi 'bis impression I am de¬ 
sirous lo correi-t, as the genilemen alluded 
to are connected with ii, and from a wish, 
that sn i uportaiice to which it was not 
eot>tle<i, and an object with which it had 
no relations, shall not be assigned to my 
jecent absence froim the city. 

The politeness of Mr. Chief Justice 
Tilohroan. first iniroduced me lo the ac- 
quBin:au-eof Messrs. Cltamhers^ Ooldsbo- 
Tou'jh and Lee, the Marxjland deputa¬ 
tion, on Hie 20 n of January, and then I 
was fi.'st iiif rmed of the object of their 
mission. They proposed lo visit Harris¬ 
burg after their return from New Jersey; 
and intending myself to go there the fol- 
lowiog week. T expressed io those genlle- 
onen tbe salisractiun I should have in meet¬ 
ing tiiero, and I was invited to accompany 
them, if ray arrangements would enable me 
BO to do. the proposition was received 
as a complitnent, and I expressed myself 
gratified by it 

lu the conversation of the everving, I 
stated to one of the gentlemen of the dep¬ 
utation, my strong desire, that their mis- 
eioD and its objects should be coininumca- 
led to some of the members of the Aboliiiun 
Society; most justly considered as the.dis¬ 
interested uusidians of the rights anJ in¬ 
terests of the coloured pupulatiun of our 
alste, and whose ifBcient lab iirs in the 
cause, gave them a title to know every 
purpose, winch might, in any manner af¬ 
fect the in'eresis of that people. The 
propiNifion was received with fianknegs, 
and I wa.s solicited to cnmmuniraie to the 
president ol the .‘ociety, 'heir i,adinessio 
inlorin him and any of the members, ,f the 
whole inteulioDs and views ol the deputa¬ 
tion. 

This I did. and after the return of the 
genilc'otu from Nrw Jersey, on the 28lh 
«l Jaoii.iry, at tlieir renewed instance I 
Bgdii mentioned lo 'h** piesidetii, their 
Wtsne* to state "informallij,” but with 
perfect openness aiid candor, all the prin- 
ciplex and objects wbicb tuey desired to 
establish and obtain at liarri-burg The 
importance of the trust, and the high cha¬ 
racter of those who cumposed the deputa¬ 
tion, seemed to justify (he expectation that 
Hi<rpruposi.ioD would be accepted. It was

the deputation from Maryland visited Har¬ 
risburg, or the principal features and ob¬ 
jects of the bill reported to the house of 
tdpresentatives. Of their purposes, aa I 
know them, and of the provisions of that 
bill, as 1 understand them, aad with some 
modifications,/enfirefy approve. I hold 
‘‘the constitution ol the United States, and 
the laws made in pursuance llicreuf, as 
the suprente late of the /ond.’’ As one o( 
my obligations under tliut constitution, 1 
am constrained to submit to (he provision 
that *‘bo person held to service or labour in 
one state under the laws thereof, escaping 
into another, shall in consequence of any 
law or regulation therein, be discharged 
from such service or labour, but shall be 
delivered up, on claim of the parly to whom 
such service or labour may be due.” The 
act of congress of February 12(li, 1793, 
which gives lo the persun “to whom such 
service and labour is due, by the laws of a 
particular state,” from so individual who 
shall have escaped into any other state, a 
fight “to setze and arrest such fugitive," 
IS by me admdted lo be of binding force in 
Pennsylvania on every citizen of the com¬ 
monwealth. 1 admit (be principle, tha' 
since the act of (he assembly of this state 
ot 2 rih of March, 1820, in which the righi 
of legislation, iu reference to the constitu¬ 
tion and laws of the United Stales, relative 
to fugitives, was claimed and exercised 
and while the provisions of that law are in 
force; it cannot be taid, the legislature of 
PeniiBylvaoia are nut constilationally 
bound, to interfere with, and to enact laws 
ciinforroing to the constitutional provisions 
on the subject of fugitives. In my judg¬ 
ment the provision of the constitution of 
the United Stales, which declares that fu¬ 
gitives from labour, “s/ialf be delivered 
up,” imposes upon the states the duty lo 
enact laws providing for the mode, nnd 
authorizing a course of proceeding by and 
through ickich ^'the delivery" shall take 
place. 

1 am willing and desirous that a bill 
shall be enacted intu a law, which shall 
place the arrest of a fugitive io Ihe bands 
of an otScer of the peace of our coinmon- 
wealtb, responsible to our laws, and thus at 
the muinent when the inquiry into his 
right to freedom shall be commenced, gives 
him the protection of aucli an officer, and 
of our laws; instead of allowing his anger¬ 
ed master to seize him —which shall give 
exclusively to a judge of a Court oi Re¬ 
cord, the l ight lu adjuuicate upon the claims 
of the asserted owner; which shall enjoin 
upon such judge the ubiigation to give lo ibe 
person arrested, sufficient time, and a full 
opportunity to resist, by testimsoy, the as¬ 
serted claim; aud which, during all the pe- 
nod to elapse helure the final hearing, shall 
give the person arrested full protection 
and safely —and provide that afier ihe 
right ol llie owner to the fugitive shall have 
been ascertained according to the law of
